Dear Records Request Officer. 

We have a problem with 27th being used as an arterial service road to downtown Hermosa beach and the entire 
westside by heavy trucks and illegally noisy vehicles, motorcycles and mopeds, that are operating well in excess of the 
statutory limits for vehicles and motorcycles. 

I've reported many times to the council and the police that the road noise on 27th (between valley and Manhattan Ave) 
is several times the limits the city for r2 zoned neighborhoods. 

Illegal heavy trucks scream up the east and westbound inclines, winding out their engines in 1st gear before slamming 
their transmissions into second gear to avoid stalling on the inclines, especially when under full load. 

Then they slam over the horribly designed drainage ditch. This weekend I witnessed what appeared to be a fiesta trailer 
completely airborne as it bounced over the ditch and crashed down. 

There has been a huge increase in the number of high power 300hp and above SUVs screaming up and down 27th often 
in excess of 50mph. 

Ferrerais and similar supercharged vehicles have become extremely popular recently with our affluent community. 

We have a cobra, ferrerari 1 and 2 within a couple blocks that often run in tandem up 27th reving out their engines and 
backfiring with utter disregard for the neighborhood. 

Every weekend and increasing number motorcycles and sports cars are using 27 to access Hermosa Ave. 

As I have said the vehicle noise limits on 27th are already 3-4 times the recommended limits for R2 zones on weekdays 
and it's often impossible to to hear the tv, radio or phone or even take a nap with your windows open especially on 
weekdays. I have taken noise measurements and have asked many times that the city do the same. 

The city has done little if anything about the illegal truck traffic noise and safety issues; failing to enforce the direct route 
laws. 

I would like the Records for all tickets issued by HBPD for excessive vehicle, motorcycle and moped noise on 27th aka 
Gould between valley and Manhattan Ave for the past 20 years if such records exist. 

I would like the same for speeding tickets. 

I believe the city is ignoring the noise and safety issues on 27th despite the fact that it is a densely packed residential 
street with steep hills, with houses within a few feet of the traffic westbound AND therefore extremely vulnerable to the 
deleterious effects of road noise.
